weather of the past week has been 
beneficial to cotton, with bolls open- 
ing nicely in the southern and central 
sections, says the weekly report on 
Arkansas crop conditions issued by 
the Little Rock Weather Bureau. 


Fields in lowlands vjhere heavy 


rains occurred did not do so well, the 
report said. Except in two south- 
eastern counties, boll weevil damage 
was reported slight. 


"Temperatures were high and sun- 


! shine abundant during the 
entire 


j week, maximum temperatures of 90 
to 95 degrees being reported nearly 


j every day. The weekly means were 
' about six degrese above normal. Light 
showers were reported at a number 
of stations in northeastern portions 


I and at a few stations in southern and 
! western portions on the 13th, fair 
1 weather prevailing elsewhere during 


I the week.

"The hot, dry weather was very fav- 


orable for cotton. Bolls are opening 
nicely in southern and central por- 


j lions, elsewhere slowly. Picking and 
! ginning,are progressing nicely in most 
: southern portions, but little progress 
has been made in ceneral portions and 
in some extreme northern portions, 
none has been picked. 


', "Fields in the lowlands where heavy 


i rains occurred are very green and 


j poorly fruited, but in other portions 


I of the lowlands and in the highlands 


]' the leaves are turning and the stalks 


i are heavily fruited. Damage by the 


I weevil is slight, except in 'twi south- 
! astern counties.

CAMDEN—Taking full advantage of 


the low cotton rate to New Orleans 
aboard the Steamer Ouachita, Camden 
cotton buyers and the Chamber of 
Commerce here are making plans to 
center of South Arkansas. 


A rate of $1,50 a bale has been of- 


fered by Captain L. V. Cooley on his 
river packet. He has recently had con- 
structed a large steel barge to handle 
the cotton on the river. 


The 51.50 bale rate from Camden to 


New Orleans represents a saving of 
$2 over the railrate which is $3.80 from 
Camden, plus compress and 
other 


charges. In addition to the river rates 
there is an additional charge of 2 
cents for storage and handling at the 
compress here. The cototn will be 
brought to the compress and there 
placed on the steamer and barge by 
means of a long chute. 


Years ago cotton was loaded on river 


steamsr direct from 
the 
compress 


which is situated on the bank above 
the river. The chute had rotted away 
but a new one will be built immed- 
iately. 


An 
aggressive campaign will be 


launched for the cotton trade as local 
cotton buyers will offer 25 to 40 points 
more for cotton here as a result of 
the $2 saving in freight rates. 


The cotton will be stored at the 


compress until the boat arrives. 


Years ago Camden was the biggest 


cotton center in South Arkansas and 
over 50,000 bales were handled in a 
season here. As many 
as 16 river 


steamers have docked here at one 
time during the cotton season. Now 
that barge lines and fast river packet 
service have been inaugurated Cam- 
den again will make a bid for the cot- 
ton trade. 


Camden cotton men will be able 


to offer the best prices for cotton in 
the state because of the saving in 
frieght to New Orleans markets. This 
saving will be applied to the price 
and the farmers will benefit in in- 
creased prices for their product.

en Parker, Jr., 14-year-old farm boy,, 
who stubbed his toe while riding a 
bicycle and developed lockjaw, was 
so certain it could not be cured that 
he tried to keep his mother from 
knowing about it. Today, after the 
most courageous of battles, he knows 
differently. 


The mother, Mrs. Stephen Parker, 


noticed her son had lost his appetite 
and asked what was wrong, but Steph- 
en wouldn't tell. He had read in his 
school books thajt tetanus was almost 
always fatal and he didn't want to 
worry her. But when a friend from a 
informed them he intended visiting 
Stephen, the youth decided to con- 
fide his condition. 


That was more ^han three days 


after his jaws began to stiffen. He 
was rushed to a hosiptal. There the 
real battle set in. Once his teeth 
clamped shut on a fever thermometer 
and the glass fragments had to be re- 
moved. A glass tube was placed in 
his mouth to facilitate giving him a 
drink and his teeth shatered it, More 
glass had to' be .removed. .
